AMES SULLIVAN, president of the 

A. A. U. of America, arrived in 

St. Louis yesterday and _ will 

spend several days here looking over 

the amateur athletic field. He is making 

a tour of the country and came here 
from Chicago. 

In a lengthy letter to the Missouri 
Athletic Club and other organizations of 
St. Louis, Mr. Sullivan goes into the 
question of amateur athletics deeply. 

He points out that few changes, if 
any, are necessary or advisable, but that 
the good work of encouraging amateur 
sport and protecting the amateur must 
be carried on to a point where the ama- 
teur definition, which has always been 
open to much discussion, will be better 
and more clearly understood. 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
Success of the Metropolitan Association 


of the A, A.’ U. is targely due to the 
encouragement given the Church Ath: | 
letic League, the Intersettlernent Ath- 
letic League, the Catholic League, the 
Sunday Schools Athletic League, the 

ilitary Athletic League and the Pub- 
lic Schools Athletic League. These 
leagues are mainly composed of the 
younger generation, and it is in the in- 
terest of these leagues that the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union can do its best 
work. He urges each association in the 
A. A. VU. to have created one or more 
of these leagues in cities where pos- 
sible. 

He also says it should be the aim of 
the Amateur Athletic Union, through 
ite associations to organize and foster 
municipal athletic associations, and sug- 
gests that the Mayor of each city be the 
president of the Municipal Athletic As- 
sociation, having as members of the 
committees the persons who are in 
charge of each playground—making uni- 
form rules, and paying particular atten- 
tion to the definition of an amateur. 

He calls attention to the need of an 
amateur intercollegiate association to 
work in harmony with the Amateur 
Athletic Union, and to make eligibility 
rules and uniform athletic laws, and 
Suggests that it be called the Amert- 
Can Intercollegiate Association. Mr. 
Sullivan does not seem to realize that 
Such an association is already organized 
in the Intercollegiate Atitetic Associa- 
tion of the United States, and that 33 
universities and colleges have joined it. 

Schoolboy Athletes. 

Mr. Sullivan also calls attention to the 
question of the control of the schoolboy 
athlete, and says, in part: 

“The control of the schoolboy athletic 
element should naturally be taken care 
or by the college athletic associations. 
But in a national way the colleges make 
ne attenipt to control the schoolboy 
fihiete. Nor can they, because the col- 
leges themselves lack a national asso- 
Siation. As a result scholastic athletics 
are not organized. There is absolutely

- Chairman Knapp of the _ Interstate Commerce 
Commission published a statement during the week 
according to which the freight blockade due to 
shortage of cars is felt even more severely in the 
Southwest than in the Northwest.

Out of every hundred people on.the streets, not 
ninety-nine, but a hundred, have “physical imper- 
fections.” In 80 cases out of a hundred these im- 
perfections have probably shown themselves already 
as result of the wear and tear of life, if they did not 
In every case, as a result of this 





exist from birth. 
same process of wear and tear, they must show 


themselves finally. 

Since physical life is a process of wear and tear, 
this which is certainly a fact, ought to be self-evi- 
dent, as one of the most important truths of life. 
Everyone who pretends to a knowledge of how life 
ought to be dealt with to get the best results, ought 
to know and ought always to remember that it 
operates only through process of constant repair; 
that the air we breathe, while it is a source of all 
the energies of life, is a source of constant wear and 
tear which makes inevitable the long list of “physi- 
cal imperfections,” no one can hope wholly to escape. 
Since Lombroso and Max Nordau popularized their 
physically imperfect theories, this plainest of the 
physical facts of life is left out of count by many 
who undertake to direct thought and establish new 
customs. <A very recent case out of many in point, 
is that of Dr. George M. Gould, a Philadelphia ex- 
pert, who attempts to show that crime is a result 
of the particular physical defect in the treatment 
of which he is a specialist. As fhe happens to be an 
“ophthalmologist,” he examines criminals ana finds 
that there is something wrong with their eyes in a 
surprising number of cases. Then he arraigns the 
State for the “infinite stupidity. which punishes them 
doubly both by imprisonment and improper glasses.” 
Dr. York official “ophthalmologist,” 
agrees with him. . | 

Certainly people who have baj{l eyes need good 
glasses, as people who have bail legs need good 
crutches. There is no room for| argument on the 
need for all possible help for all possible defects. 
But under the rule it is sought to apply, the defect 
of body is made to explain bad conduct. This is in 
a world where everyone who has not already “some- 
thing the matter with him” physically is very like- 
ly to have it soon. It can mean only confusion of 
idea and irresponsibility. : 

The plainest facts of the record are that the great- 
est and best work of the world has been done by 
men who “had something the matter with them” 
physically, and often the worst physical defects. The 
list of men who have done great work in spite of 
“defects of visiéy’’ would fill a volume. They have 
Homer and Milton at the head of the list. Samuel 
Adams, who did as much as any other one man to 
found the United States, had so many defects of body 
that he could hardly “hold himself together.” When 
he was doing his greatest work, the strain his mind 
put upon his body shook it until he seemed to be 
palsied. riarrison, “the Ironside,” Cromwell’s lieu- 
tenant in founding the English commonwealth, had 
his iron in his mind only and he had the same symp- 
toms of physical defects which are historical in the 
ease of Samuel Adams. From the standpoints ot 
the alleged science which seeks to judge moral proba- 
bilities by physical defects, the justly famous Amer- 
ican historians, Parkman and Prescott, were not 
only capable of every crime, but likely to become 
confirmed in crime merely by having the opportunity 
for it. Both had a long list of physical defects, in- 
cluding “defective vision,” and both did their great- 
est work when they were too nearly blind to see 
what their minds had put upon paper to make truth 
always ‘memorable and their names always mem- 
orable with it. | 
The same theory which would excuse criminals

and make them irresponsible because of common 
physical defect, would condemn as possible criminals 
those who with the same defects, may be ‘capable 
of doing most to remedy the defects of a still defec- 
tive world. 

One of its worst defects, certainly, is “defective 
vision,” and when experts, specialists: and all other 
public instructors are cured of it, the better part of 
all remaining defects may turn out to be raw 
material for advantages.

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PRACTICAL AND IMPRACTICAL WORK 

Supposably critics who criticise the antique learn- 
ing of Presidents of the United States are fuller of an- 
tique learning themselves than a President of the 
United States can possibly be. Hence we may take 
his word for it when one of these superior persons 
tells us that President Roosevelt’s paper on the 
“Ancient Irish Sagas” in the January Century is 
“rather naive in part,” but as a whole “shows sur- 
prising knowledge ‘of the subject for % man whose 
time is abundant!y occupied with practical affairs.” 

This shows lack of information at a vital point. 
It is not the most idle people but the busiest who al- 
ways have the most time for something else. 

Among things no one is compelled to learn, irisn 
sagas are, no doubt, as good a thing to learn as 
anything else that is being discoursed upon at pres- 
ent. They are full of surprises and also of much 
interspersed delight, It is surprising to find how 
much they knew hundreds of years ago of what we 
think we have just+ discovered. It is delightful to 
find that in a number of ways, many pf them pleas- 
ant ways, they seem to be children a thousand years 
ago, while in reading of them we seem to be their 
grown-up parents instead of their descendants.

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SOME OF THE ELEMENTS. 

A few elementary facts and principles will be 
useful to those who are trying to get their bearings 
on the question raised by Secretary Root in his 
Pennsylvania Club speech. 

The States, in forming the Constitution, acted as 
independent sovereignties and created a common 
agent for them all. The Constitution is the Power 
of Attorney of the Agent. 

This Constitution was a compact

The general government can exercise only such 
powers as have been delegated to it by the States 
and such powers as may be necessary and proper 
to carry into effect the delegated powers. All other 
powers are reserved to the States, or the people

Secretary Root made much of the failure, or 
threatened failure, of the States to do their duty, 
but this is really irrelevant. The general govern- 
ment can acquire no power by reason of the failure 
of the States to act upon any matter, the right to 
reguiate which was reserved by the States to them- 
selves when they formed the Constitution which 
created the Federal Government. 

A flood of light is thrown upon the character and 
general theory of the Constitution ‘by the provision 
relating to representation in the Senate. The Con- 
stitution may be amended generally in a prescribed 
way, but in one respect it cannot be amended. No 
State can be deprived of its equal representation in 
the Senate without the consent of such State. 
Texas, when it shall have attained a population ot 
50,000,000, will still be represented by two Senators. 
It will have no greater representation than Rhode 
This is the guarantee of equality which 
cannot be set aside by any legal: method. The 
ground of such a guarantee appears to be the fact 
that the States were and are equal and independent 
each within its sphere, and this equality and inde-

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A WORLD’S FAIR THAT WON’T BURN. 

The authorities in charge of the International Mar- 
itime Exposition, the ‘world’s fair’ to be held at 
Bordeaux next summer, have determined to see to 
it that none of the great exposition buildings shall 
burn and entail the destruction of valuable exhibits. 
Finding it impossible to construct these- temporary 
edifices from any other material than wood and stuc- 
co, they decided to conead wi oninflamma- 
ble, and to this end set a nummer of chemists at 
bwork to discover some compound that would prevent 
wood from burning. After many experiments 4 80- 
lution containing 135 parts of ammonium sulphate, 
15 parts of sodium borate, 5 parts of boric acid and 
1000: parts of water was-.found to meet the require- 
ments, according to D. I. Murphy, American Consul 
at Bordeaux. Wood, shavings, cotton batting and 
strips of paper soaked in this solution and thoroughly 
dried could not be ignited, even when thrown Into a 
very hot blaze. The preparation is merely sprinkled 
on the wood from receptacles carried on the shoulders 
of men. Not only the woodwork, but also the rugs, 
carpets and decorations of the buildings will be treat- 
ed with this “ignifuge.’’ 


CAMPHOR FROM FLORIDA. 
The latest industrial possibility discovered in Flor- 


cial production of camphor. 
been grown in many parts of Florida as a foliage 
plant and curiosity, but it remained for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture experts to realize the commercial 


| possibilities of this exotic plant. 


During the past year a number of trees in different 
parts of the State were placed at the dispogal of the 
department's investigators, and from these 30 ‘pounds 
of camphor gum were produced. This, upon refining, 
proved to be in ever? way a perfectly satisfactory 
substitute for the Oriental] article. 

It is declared by the department's plant experts 
that the camphor trée can be grown to advantage in 
many parts of Florida which have been abandoned 
for orange culture owing to the danger incident to 
occasional visitations of frost. 


CELLULOID WINDOWS. 

One of the many uses to which celluloid is put is 
in supplying window lights for the curtains of au- 
tomobile tops. Celluloid is made in sheets of ex- 
treme thinness, down to a thickness of only five- 
one thousandths of an inch, and such sheets of cellu- 
loid can be rolled up as readily and closely as sheets 
of paper. From sheets of transparent celluloid pieces 
are cut of the sizes required for the windows, and 
when these have been set in place they can be rolled 
up with the curtain, like any other part of it.—Ex- 
change.

‘roadside ditches, and the attractive appearance of 
the roadsides stimulates an interest in tree culture 
jand benefits the province in many other ways. They

PAPER BULLETS FOR FIREARMS. 
A French officer has invented a new projectile for 
| firearms, which is said to wound and kill as well as 
| the usual bullets, but does not present the ravaging 
action of the present projectiles of repeating rifles. 
This new missile is not of metal, but of paper sur- 
rounded by a thin shell of aluminum. 

According to the inventor, the paper bullet, fired 
at the same distance, under the same circumstances, 
and with the same precision as the ordinary bullet, 
produces a thoroughly smooth wound. The number 
of disabled soldiers will be no less if the projectile of 
the future were to be the paper bullet, but the num- 
ber of the dead and fatally wounded would be consid- 
erably decreased, as the shot fired with a steel pro- 
jectile tends to produce blood poisoning, while the 
paper bullet is said to only bring on a eurable injury. 

The inventor has sent his bullets for approval to all 
the governments belonging to the convention of Gen- 
(eva, and the Austrian War Office has ordered trials 
to be made of the invention.

Accidents apart, traveling by aeroplane is calculat- 
ed in some directions to be a healthy mode of getting 
about from place to place. The vehicle will rise 
above the impurities contained in the air of the 
streets, and may even reach a level far removed 
from the madding crowd of microbes. The aeroplane, 
it may be assumed, will soar, it need not be at a very 
great height, yet, nevertheless, into regions of the 
air purified by light, ozone and the process of sedi- 
mentation. 

All this sounds ideal, but, on the other hand, there 
will be a diminution of pressure which may unfavora- 
bly affect the heart’s action, for the pulse rate in- 
creases as the atmosphere pressure is withdrawn. Se- 
cretions are diminished, while evaporation from the 
skin and the lungs is decidedly augmented. At ex- 
treme heights there are swellings of the veins and 
bleeding from th nose, and there is a sense of being 
unable to use the legs and arms.. The distressing 
symptoms of mountain sickness may even be simu- 
lated during a journey in an aeroplane, 

Doubtless, however, all these evils could be avoid- 
ed by keeping the aeroplane at the proper level.

RENTING. 

One of the really remarkable points 
brought forth in the past year has been 
the large increase in available renting 
space, which has in practically all cages 
been occupied as quickly as_ possible, 
and in times without number has been 
contracted for prior to completion. This 
is an outgrowth of conditions, and the 
fact that rents have advanced in St. 
Louis has been conclusively proven to 
have been owing to circumstances which 
exist everywhere.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—By a strange irony 
of fate Republican France has been 
chosen to be in a special sense the home 
of Kings: and Queens in exile, and of 
those royal personages who for some 
reason or. other prefer to live far from 
the land of their birth. At the present 
moment sunny Cannes certainly de- 
serves its nickname of ‘‘The Playground 
of Princes.’’ A royal marriage has just 
taken place there, the bridegroom being 
Prince George of Saxony and the bride 
Princess Marie of Bourbon; and all the 
more important villas are either owned 
Or hired.by members of the royal caste. 
At the head of the cosmopolitan gath- 
ering of royal personages is the still 
young looking and brilliantly witty 
mother of a future Queen and of a 
future Empress. The Grand Duchess 
Anastasia of Mecklenburg-Schwerin 
Keeps splendid, if rather Bohe:lan, 
state at the Villa Wenden, and it is 
whispered that the German Emperor 
and even the kindly King of Denmark 
would prefer to see the mother-in-law 
of thelr heirs-apparent lead a more 
Stately existence nearer her stepson’s 
dominions.

WIFE MURDERER ~ 
WRITES TRAGEDY 
DEFENDING CRIME 


Man Twice Acquitted by Juries 
Now Appeals to 
Public, 


ROME, Dec. 29.—Alberto Olive of 
Milan, who a few years ago killed his 
wife under peculiar circumstances, 
has just finished a drama in three acts 
in which he tries to justify his crime 
psychologically. 

Olivo, who is an expert bookkeeper 
and who up to the time of his crime 
wa congidered a model husband and 
g00d citizen, committed the murder 
during an epileptic attack. In order 
to conceal his crime he cut the body 
to pleces and, renting a boat, carried 
the remains in a bundle far from 
shore and threw the package Into the 
Water. A few days later fishermen 
found the bundle and police investiga- 
tions traced the crime to Olivo. 

Olivo pleaded to the jury that he 
was not responsible at the time he 
killed his wife, being insane from an 
epileptic attack. Professor Lambrose, 
the criminologist, declared the man 
ae irresponsible. The jury acquitted 

m. 

The Minister of Justice, however, 
dissatisfied with the verdict, brought 
a new charge against Olivo, and had 
him tried by a jury in Bergamo in- 
stead of Milan. He was again ac- 
quitted. 

Olivo has brought his deed again be- 
fore the public by putting it in a 
drama. which he calls, “‘From_ the 
Peak Into the Abyaes.” The play is 
well wriiten and shows Olivo to be an 
able student of mental and nervous 
diseases, as well as a man of dramatic 


ability. 


FAVORABLE REPORT 
ON CANCER SERUM. 


PARIS, Dec. 2.—It may be remem- 
bered that two years ago quite @ dis- 
cussion was raised in medical circles 
in Paris over the claims of Dr. Doyen, 
the well-known surgeon, to have dis- 
eovered a serum which relieved and in 
many cases permanently cured cancer. 
The Societe de Chirurgie appointed a 
committee to examine 3) cases to be 
treated by Dr. Doyen. 

They selected 24 of these and propoge! 
two others, making 2% in all. The two 
cases added by the committee were ac- 
cepted by Dr. Doyen under protest, as 
they avere in the last stages of the dis- 
ease, and, in fact, died a few days aft- 
erwards.

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Southern Railway’s New Exten- 
sion Over Historic Grounds 
Has Many Remarkable Fea- 


tures. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 29. 


HEN the two forces of men who 
W had for 15 months been working 
towards each other through the 
base of historic Lookout Mountain met 
near the center, the two _ pieces 
of the 3300-foot tunnel fitted like 
a gaspipe, and a long period of suspense 
was ended. The months of work, guid- 
ed by curving lines on a blueprint, had 
been planned with all the exactness of 
modern engineering skill and the pierc- 
ing of an immense cave through which 
a temporary bridge was built did not 
throw the calculations awry. Ordinar- 
ily, in digging tunnels from “both ends,” 
the excavation is on a straight line, but 
the Lookout tunnel carries a most pro- 
nounced curve. 

The cave, which has no known out- 
let that can be entered from the sur- 
face, is said to rlval Mammoth Cave in 
size. It has long been known that there 
was a cave under the mountain of bat- 
tles, but as it had never been explored 
the engineers had no data by which to 
plan a tunnel to avoid it. 

On one side;of the tunnel this cavity 
descends 7 féet below the track sur- 
face, and it is over 100 feet above it. 
The cave is supposed to extend for miles 
under the mountain range. e@ cavern

A water flow of considerable proportions 
pours over a precipice 174 feet in height, 
and from this magnificent subterranean 
stream the storied town of St. Elmo, 
at the mountain base, gets its water 
supply as pure as any that ever flowed 
down g&snow-clad mountain stream. 


It was from this stream that the late 
Cc.

believed when they tapped the big cave 
they would be compelled to erect a sus- 
pension bridge across the abyss midway 
under the mountain, but they now be- 
lieve they can fill the hole and are mak- 
ing the attempt. The cave where the 
tunnel crosses is about forty feet wide. 


Another peculiar feature of the big 
tunnel is that the contractors placed a 
big steam shovel of the latest type In 
the hole to dig out the overhead earth, 
preparatory to planning the cement and 
concrete tube of the tunnel. Where the 
shovel is used there is a big “pocket” of 
soft earth, which had to be ‘“‘scoope?,’ 
out to sufficient height for the cement 
work. The immense steam “scoop” re- 
moves 150 cars of earth on a “single 
work shift, or about 300 cars per day 
for the double shift. 

In a deep ‘‘cut’’ a short distance south 
of the south end of the tunnel another 
immense shovel is removing 400 cars of 
earth per shift. The earth is so soft in 
this section that it will be necessary to 
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arch the cut and it will soon become a 
tunnel from washing. 

Since beginning this stupendous en- 
gineering job, there has been no cessa- 
tion in the work, day or night. The 
gaugs at each end of the tunnel have 
been digging and blastimg steadily to- 
wards each other, separated by a wall 
of rock and earth that carried no 
sounds, 

Until the forces were far in the moun- 
tain, the blasting sounded like heavy 
cannonading and brought to the memory 
of the war-time inhabitants of the val- 
ley the storming of old Lookout by 
“Fighting Joe’’ Hooker in the “battle 
above the clouds,’’ towards the close of 
the Civil War. 

Steam, air and electric tools and drills 
of the most improved sort have greatly 
lightened the actual work of making 
this hole for the commerce of the future 
and did much toward making a time 
record that seems incredible when com- 
pared with similar work accomplished

The extension is were constructed to 
save the expense entailed by a costly 
lease for use of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga & St. Louis tracks, which wind 
uZround the foot of Lookout Mountain 
and through the most scenic section of 
the East. It will soon be necessary to 
accommodate the immense increase of 
tratic of the Southern system into 
Chattanooga. 

This new extension through the tun- 

nel and deep cuts in the foot elevations 
around Raccoon Mountains acroags the 
Tennessee River, near Oates’ Island, is 
insightof the greatlock and dam and 
power plant which are being erected 
near Hale's bar and which will cost over 
‘2.000.000, will rival the former route 
for scenic novelty. 
The whole scheme was planned under 
direction of W. H, Wells, the chief en- 
gineer of the Southern Railway at 
Washington, and it is being executed 
by W.. J. Oliver & Co. 

During the progress of the work con- 
siderable feeling was aroused between 
Officials of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
& St. Louis Railroad and Southern Rall- 
way. 

A few weeks ago, during an alterca- 
tion, W. B. Crabtree, special agent of 
the Nashville road, shot and seriously 
wounded J. M. Stone, foreman of a work 
crew laying tracks into the city.

The tendency to put up wages prevails 
throughout all the mineral mining states 
of the West, an increase of 25 cents a 
day to all employes announced recently 
by the Amalgamated Copper Co. was 
indirectly due to the demands made by 
the Western Federation of Miners. The 
mine owners in Arizona and Nevada 
also have increased the wages of thelr 
miners generally. 


WAGE INCREASE FAILS 
TO BETTER CONDITIONS. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 20.—Despite 
the large number of working men who 
have received an advance in wages in 
the last year, industrial conditions are 
pronounced but little better than they 
were a year ago. According to reports 
in the hands of Harry D. Thomas, sec- 
retary of the United Trades and Labor 
Council, the larger cost of living more 
than counterbalances the increase paid 
to union men. During the year the 
miners have received an_ increased 
wage of about 6 cents! an hour, Stone- 
cutters, horseshoers, curbstone cutters, 
plumbers, steam fitters have .received 
a weekly half holiday with no increase 
of wages. 

The longshoremen received a reduc- 
tion of hours from 11 to 10, while the 
machinists, molders and coremakers 
have secured a nine-hour work day. 
The structural iron workers are being 
paid 10 cents an hour more than they 
received last Christmas, while some of 
the tailors are nearly as _ well off. 
Throughout the State of Ohio the print- 
ers, with but few exceptions, are work- 
ing eight hours, but in Cleveland there 
are a number of houses which refuse 
to concede this demand, 

In order to equalize the differential 
between the cost of living and wages, 
a campaign of organization its being 
conducted, with the intention of uniting 
the independent workers and strength- 
ning the movement for better condi- 
tions. 


90 PER CENT RISE 
IN ALL FOODSTUFFS. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—There has been 
a rise of 20 per cent in the price of food, 
clothing and building material in New 
York during the last year, says Brad- 
sireet. Flour is almost the only article 
of food that has declined. 

Fresh and salt meats, dairy producta, 
cotton and woolen goods, lumber, brick, 
furniture, steel—all have gone’ up in 
price since the first of the present year. 

The wholesale and retail prices of 
bread are the same, although flour has 
gone down. Alcohol is lower, but whis- 
ky is higher, due to increased consump- 
tion. The report everywhere is the 
same—the consumption of whisky is in- 
creasing. 

Ten years ago cotton was worth 7 4-19 
cents a pound. Today it is 11%. Wool 
was worth less than 5 cents a pound in 
1896, it is worth now & 6-10 cents. But 
retail Lost of wool of the garments has 
risen on an average of 16 per cent with- 
in 18 months. According to the retailers, 
the manufacturers have not only put up 
the price all they thought the market 
could stand, but have skimped in the 
size of the garments. Cotton being now 
higher than wool, there is less than the 
usual amount of adulterating of woo? 
gvods with cotton, 

he advance in the price of building 
materials, coupled with the general ad- 
vance of wages In New York City, has 
nearly doubled the cost of building 
operations in the last five years. Many 
akilled laborers can now make $84 to $60 | 
a week, nearly the whole year round. 
This applies to masons and strpctural 
stecl workers especially. Laat winter 
Was 80 Open BCurcely a day wa lost tos 
the contractors and their men. 

In New York City the advance in 
Wages during the past vear has been 
largely confined to the men emploved tn 
building ops rutions, and to the employes 
of the ratiroads, which have their ter- 
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minals here. The Gas Trust, the Stand- 
ard Oil Co.. the National Express Co. 
and the American Express Co. are the 
other principal New York corporations 
which have made the 10 per cent ad- 
vance. 

In the miscellaneous trades, the cloth- 
ing makers, etc., there has been no gen- 
eral increase. Clerks, as a class, have 
been left in the lurch. Speaking gener- 
ally, it is the man who works with his 
hands who has shared most in the ad- 
vance in the wage scale. At the Brook- 
lyn navy yard wages have been raised 
10 to 20 per cent to go into effect Jan. 
1. The municipal ferry employes have 
been advanced 5 per cent. Comptroller 
Metz has raised salaries in_ the city 
finance department, and the. Board of 
Education has done likewise in its field 
of operations. The Subway and | L, 
men have had their pay increased 2 per 
cent. Iron moulders of Manhattan and 
Brooklyn have been advanced 10 per 
cent. 

According to State Labor Commission- 
er Sherman the average daily waces of 
124.000 mechanics and laborers in the 
building industry have advanced from 
$3.37 to $3.47 per day. This does not 
include the advance of from 10 to 2% od 
cent which has come to them through 
extra pay for working overtime. oo 
finds that the average pay of 330, ( 
workmen in factories, stores, hotels, 
ete., has risen from $1.87 to $2.12 @ quar-

SMELTERS AND MINERS 
GET NICE INCREASE. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 29.—Simon 
Guggenheim of the American Smelting 
and Refining Co. confirmed the state 
ment that.all of the smelting companies 
employes have been given a raise - 
wages approximating 10 per cent, * 
addition, more than $500,000 will be pert 
tributed this fiscal year, ending Apri 
0 next, by the profit sharing plan of 
the smelter company. An 8-hour day 
has also been granted them. 

All coal miners working in the north- 
ern districts of the State have been g!‘- 
en a 12 per cent increase. The switch- 
men were offered an increase of 4 cents 
an hour, but would not accept. The 
members of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen are all demanding an increase 
of 15 per cent, but have not receives 
much encouragement. They are threat-

HOOSIERS’ INCREASE 
AHEAD OF EXPENSES. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dee. 27.—The 
Indiana railways, including all the trunk 
lines and branches, advanced wages 
Dec. 1, Of all conductors, engineers, 
brakemen and all other employes except 
salaried officers, 10 per cent to all receiv- 
ing less than $200 per month. The ten 
interurban trolley lines centering here 
have advanced conductors and motor- 
men one cent an hour. The Union Rail- 
way Co., which includes the employes of 
the Belt Road and those of the Union 
Station, where 14 railways have en- 
trance, increased all employes 4 cents 
per hour, 

All of the large manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the large Indiana cities, 
and generally through the gas belt, 
have been unionized, and wages are de- 
termined once every year. The last 
agreement was reached in September, 
since when no material change has been 
made. In other Manufacturing here and 
in other cities, among the slaughtering 
and meat producing industries, print- 
ing, furniture, lumber manufacturing, 
flour mills, foundries and kindred enter- 
prises, the advance equals nearly 11 per 
cent On an average. 

Experts declare that the advance in 
the cost of living is going on in such a 
Way that it will demonstrate itself in 
the figures of future statistics in an 
alarming manner.

Schonfarber of the Maryland Bureau of 
Statistics said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that Maryland, especially 
Baltimore, is always the last to feel the 
tendency to a rise in wages and also the 
last to reduce. The tendency to increase 
wages is now manifest here, but not by 
any means in proportion to the in- 
creased cost of living. Thus far wages 
have gone up only in the skilled and or- 
ganized classes of labor. Here the 
wages have been increased about ten 
per cent, while the cost of Hving has 
increased about 35 per cent.

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BOND ISSUE IS 
ONLY HOPE FOR 
DEEP WATERWAY 


That Is Opinion of Congress- 
man Bartholdt Expressed at 
Business Men’s Dinner,

representing (5 per 
cent of the shipping interests of St. 
L.oulgs adopted a resolution last night 
approving the suggestion of Congress- 
man Bartholdt that the Government is- 
sue boncs for the construction of the 
deep waterway from the Lakes to the 
Gulf, but proposed that bonds should be 
issued in the sum of one billion dollars, 
‘instead of $600,000,000, as suggested by 
Mr. Bartholat. 

rhis action was taken at a banquet 
given in honor of Mr. Bartholdt at 
the St. Louis Club by 46 representa- 
tivs business men and manufacturers of 
St. Louis, and followed a formal speech 
On the deep waterway project by the 
St. Louis Congressman. Mr. Bartholdt, | 
in his speech, advocated a national 
bond issue as the only feasible way by 
Which the deep waterway can be con- 
structed betweeen the Great Lakes and 
the Gulf of Mexico. He suggested that 
@ loan of $500,000,000 to aid the scheme 
Ought to be made by the United States 
Government. Many prominent 8st. 
Louisans indorsed this idea. Ex-Mayor 
Cyrus P. Walbridge said that he not 
onty indorsed Mr. Bartholdt’s sugges- 
tion, but he thought that the bond issue 
Should be one billion dollars, Instead of 
half that amount. 

“The 46 men attending this banquet 
‘represent 75 per cent of the shipping in- 
terests of St. Louis,’’ said Mr. Wal- 
bridge. ‘I move that we indorse Con- 
Kressman Bartholdt’s plan, but make 
the bond issue §$1,000,000,000, instead of 
$500,000,000."” 

The resolution was 
mously. 

Mr. Bartholdt said in part: 
~. Whether desirable or not, it is the 


trend of the times and from it we hove 
a right to conclude that the political 
arty is most likely to succeed which 
as been most willing to become an 
adept in business matters and which 
now is most willing to champion the 
cause of the general welfare. by pro- 
moting the most impertant business pol- 
icy ich was ever before the country, 
namely, the policy of internal improve- 
ments on a grand scale, including the 
development of the ‘waterways, the erec- 
tion of public buildings and the im- 
provement of the roads and highways 
of the country. 


Chances Seem Remote. 
“Now, what are the prospects of such 
a policy? The chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, Congressman 


Tawney, said in an interview at Chi- 
cago the other day: “internal water- 
way improvements cannot be expected 
to any great extent until our appropria- 
tions for the army and navy are les- 
geend materially or a s ial tax is 
levied. A ship canal for Chicago would 
do wonders for the entire Western 
country and also the coast, but the 
chances for an early realigation seem 
remote to me for the reasons I have 
given.’ This, gentlemen, is the situa- 
tion in a nutshell, but let me make it 
a little plainer. 

“It has been and is the practice of 
Congress to provide, as is proper, for 
what are called the legitimage needs of 
the Government, and then, if anything 
is left, to set it aside for waterway 
improvements, public buildings and so 
‘ forth. If all the revenues are needed 
for the legitimate expenses of the na- 
tional household, it is the doubtful 
privilege of the friends of internal im- 
provements to hold the bag. I venture 
to say, if ever our Government ts to 
@®nteir upon a policy favoring systema- 
tie internal improvements, a regular 
annual budget would be provided for 
that purpose the same as for the army 
and navy. J’eraaps we shall live to see 
the day that will be done under a pro- 
per readjustinent of expenditures such 
as Wi!l no longer permit our military 
and naval budget to devour two-thirds 
of all of our revenues, but for the pres- 
ent and for some years to come, I am 
afraid such a readjustment will be im- 
practicable if not impossible. 

“And suppore all the surplus of the 
present fiscal year, abeut 000 000, 
were giyen over to waterway improve- 
ments, we should atill have reason to 
fear that none of the real great pro- 
jects which are now demanding the at- 
tention of Congress would or could be 
started. Or, if a million a year were 
apprapriated to secure our ‘‘Fourteen 
eet through the vatiey.” should we 
Walt 3) years ‘or it? Should a whole 
generation be suffered to go down into 
their graves before advantages so ap- 
parent to all should he secured becnuse 
the greatest and richest nation on earth 
cannot do what sinalier and poorer ones 
hey accametlehed lowe acn? 

“No one will seriously contend that ft 
is anything but a question of money. 
And this being the case, we may well 
ask whether the projects to secure 
navigable channels from the Lakes to 
the Gulf, in the Upper Mississippi, the 
Miv-sovri, the Ohio, and other rivers, 
shall watt until an income tax or an in- 
beritance tax shall have vielded sguffi- 
cant revenue to pay for them? I would 
eoy no. Already the people heave wait- 
‘il too long and too patiently for these 
great and beneficial improvements, and 
from the tenper of recent national con- 
ventions we have good reason to con- 
clude that any just and equitable meth- 
od by whieh the Government would 
raise the means necessary to carry them 
ont, would be satisfactory to the peo-

“lt am well aware of the existing pre- 
judice against an issue of bonds in time 
of peace. This prejudice would be justi- 
fied if the Government proposed to bor- 
row money in order to defray its run- 
ning expenses, but here we contemplate 
an extraordinary exnenditure with an 
ample return for every dollar and with 
all the guarantees of a permanent in- 
vestment for the lasting benefit of the 
Dresent as well as future generations. 
No living American has dreamt of ob- 
jecting to the Panama Cana! loan, 
though this is an enterprise which we 
bave undertaken for the whole world. 
hy, then, should there be objection to 
an undertaking which is of particular 
ana exclusive benefit to the -peonle of 
the United States? Charity begins at 
home and surely it will not be urged 
that the Panama Canal will be more im- 
ortant to the people of the Mississippi 
alley, or even the country, thin a spip 
canal from the Great Lakes to the Gulf. 
But if both nrojects were of equal im- 
portance, why not strive for the early 
realization of both and by the same 
means? | 

“A Justice of the Supreme Court has 
recentiv stated on,the lecture platform 
that we were running into debt. He 
may have had State and municinal inh- 
debtedness in mind, but as to the na- 
tion the ausertion’ is hardly justified. 
It is true that on account of the Span- 
ish War we issued $198,000,000 of 4-per- 
cent bonds, ard that $30,000.000 2-per- 
cent bonds were sold in aid of the con- 
struction of the Panama canal, but 
these were extraordinary expenses. In 
reality the Government has redeemed 
2-per-cent bonds of the loan of 1891 
amountirg to $26,364,500 and it has also 
purchased for the sinking fund about 
$87,000,000 of bonds belonging to the 3- 
per-cent loan of -1908-T918, the 4-per-cent 
loans of 1997 and 1925 ana the 5-per-cent 
loan of 1904, a total reduction of the 
national debt since March, 1897, of over 
$112,000,000; and by the way, $10,000,000 in- 
terest ‘charges are annually saved by 
the conversion of 3, 4 and 5 per cent to 
2-per-cent bonds. In other words. but 
for those extraordinary expenditures, 
our national debt would have been re- 
duced more than $112.000,000 during the 
last 19 vears, and the interest charge 
on account of a new loan of $50,000,000 
would be actually less than what the 
Government has saved in interest by 
the conversion of bonds. 


He Expects Criticism 

“fT am not unmindful of the criticism 
to which the plan here outlined will be 
subjected. I am ready to meet it and 
I believe the people of the Mississippi 
Valley, the Ohio Valley, in fact, all the 
people of the Middle West and the 
Northwest will meet it with me The 
plan is not a mere passing fancy, but 
the result of the most careful delibera- 
tlon as well as the most disheartening 
experience. It has been born of the ab- 
solute conviction that the Western riv- 
ers are doomed to complete abandon- 
ment unless the people make their de- 
velopment a distinct issue with the 
rallying cry of a national loan for in- 
ternal troprovements. 

“Tf the actual situation at Washington 
were as plain to the friends of these im- 
provements all over the country as it 
s to me. a bond Issue would at once be- 
come the demand of the hour, for, as 
matters now stand, the chances for the 
real great and important projects are 
almost hopeless and will remain so as 
long as we must content ourselves with 
the crumbs that fall from the national! 
e the pie is being distributed 
to the several departments. And, re- 
member, my friends, that in some years 
there are not even crumbs because the 
condition of the Treasury — not per- 
mit of the passage of a river and har- 
bor bill in every Congress. This year 
the fifty millions wi!! mainly go to tne 
completion of old projects, and the peo- 
ple of the Mississippi, the Missouri and 
the Ohio valleys will be thrown sops to 
keep the children quiet, then there will 
be notRing doing for several years, and 
after that perfod, provided the Treasury 
oan afford it, another sop will be thrown 
Out. and this and two more generations 
will have died before even_a proper start 
will have been made for the realization 
of our plans. 

“These aré the reasons, gentlemen, 
which have impelled me, after mature 
reflection, to assume the responsi- 
bility of advocating a_ bond issue. 
The logic of the situation demands this 
courte as the only one possible to secure 
to the American producers and consum- 
ers the vast benefits of cheaper trans- 
portation and the facilities made neces- 
sary by our growing commerce. Many 
reat projects started at banquet halls. 
Let this hall be the cradle of a great 
movement to usher in a new era of in- 
ternal improvements, & movement 
which, if supported by those present 
and the thousands behind them, cannot 
and will no tfail.”’

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The Even- 
ing Post in its weekly review of the 
markets today says: 

Wall Street—The week ends with a 
further gain reported in bank re- 
serves and with a further break in 
Stock Exchange prices. In stocks 
weakness was particularly marked 
before the hank figures were given 
out, and it once more converged on 
the shares which were shaken pre- 
enimently in the past fortnight’s rap- 
id decline. Reading stock led in to- 
day's downward movement, losing in 
half an hour nearly all of its gain 
during the “jacking-up"’ process of 
the past few days. Great Northern, 


Union Pacific and Northern Pacific 
lost 1 to 2 points each, and St. Paul 
dropped back similarly. No specific 
reason for these renewed declines ap- 
peared; even in St. Paul stock, 
against which the indignation of in- 
vestors is rightly hot because of the 
company’s cynical defiance of the 
Stock Exchange authorities and 
trampling on the rights of small in- 
vestors, it was not clear why the 
stock stock should be sold as a con- 
Sequence. When the bank statement 
appeared the decline was checked 
temporarily; hen was resumed with 
somewhat less vigor, Reading, how- 
ever, showing special weakness at the 
close. 

“In two respects the bank figures 
were contrary to expectation. Loans, 
which decreased $5.000,000 in this 
week last year, did not today show 
any shrinkage; they increased $5,700.- 
000 for the week. In the other hand. 
cash holdings, in which a gain of anly 
$1,500,000 had been foreshadowed, 
were reported $4,500,000 larger. But 
the cards are shuffled so pe arly 
in a ‘window dressing” period such as 
this that no one expects too truthful 
a showing of the situation. It will 
be observed that today’s increase in 
Surplus reserve leaves that fund $1,- 
000.000 higher than at the close of 
1905, though, with that. exception, 
lower than at any corresponding date 
since 1889. This is one of those com- 
parisons which serious observers of 
Statitics will accept as meaning con- 
tinued money stringency.

The mother at that time was gasping 
for breath. Her condition is critical. 

Dearing surrendered to an officer and 
was releaSed on bond. He is 4 years 
old and unmarried. Some time ago he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis, which 
destroyed his power of speech, and he 
gave up active theatrical work and has 
devoted his time to bill posting. 

Laswell leaves besides his wife, eight 
children. He came here from St. Louis 
several years ago. Most of his relatives 
live in St. Louis. Several years ago 
Laswell shot and killed George Seavers 
a block from where Laswell was killed 
last night. From a wealthy sister, who 
lives in St. Louis, he received money to 
make his defense and was acquitted.

By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—This circu- 
lar, without signature, has been sent 
to every member of Congress in envel-

The following letter, was received by 
the Secretary of the Treasury yester- 
day: 

‘‘Dear Sir: Pardon this letter. I hope;

an answer.

York by the Government. I do not see | 
what right the Government. has to do 
this. How much longer will the treas- 
ury come to the relief of gamblers and 
money sharks, the real cause of high 
money in New York.”’ 

Secretary Shaw made the following 
reply: 
‘Dear Sir: Your letter of Dec. 23 is 
received and I note your sentiment with 
respect to stock gamblers. Your letter 
is so courteous amd voices so accurately 
the view of many well-intentioned peo- 
ple that I am constrained to answer it 
somewhat at length. 


People Will Speculate. 
“You seem to proceed upon the theory 
that the existing monetary stringency 
is caused solely by stock gamblers. In 
this you are in error. Some people gam- 
ble in stocks, some in cotton, others in 
wheat, corn, pork or lard, and some in 
land. When times are good people will 
speculate in ganything and everything 
that possesses a market value. 

“The proportion of speculation as 
compared with necessary and legitimate, 
business is small, however, and is prob- 
ably no larger in New York City than 


in Nashville, Tenn., where you reside, 
or in Denison, lo., where 1 live. The 
best estimates I can get place the 
amount of speculative transactions in 
New York City at from 2% to 5 per cent 
of the aggregate. 

The Treasury has never come to the 
rélief of stock gamblers and probably 
never will, though tne relief which the | 
Treasury grants frequently aids those! 
whe gamble on the bull side of the 
stuck market and the bull side of the 
wheat market, the cotton market, the 
corn market and every other market, 
but it is equally harmful to those whu 
gamble on the bear side of these re- 
spective markets. Both bulis and bears 
importune the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but the nature of the advice usual- 
ly indicates the side of the market on 
which they are operating. Naturally 
these communications have no influence 
whatever. The real business situation 
ig the sole consideration. 

“If you will stop to consider, you will 
realize that more money is needed when 
the crops are being marketed, when fac- 
tories are filling their warehouses with 
cotton and wool, hemp, sisal lumber 
and every other material than during 
the summer when the crops are grow- 
ing and when business men are enjoy- 
ing their vacations. There are over 15,- 
000 banks in the United States doing a 
commercial business. These are inde- 
pendent, one of the other, and each is | 
trying to make dividends. Few of them 
in midsummer make ample provision for 
the fall... The time loans they make to 
meet their obligations and take their 
chances. — the dull season of 1906 
the Secretary of the Treasury withdrew 
$60,000,000 of the people’s money and 
locked it up. This would have been a 
crime if he were not willing to release 
it now when it Is needed. 

‘‘By appropriate use of the money in 
the vaults of the Treasury I have fa- 
cilitated the importation ou a hundred 
millions of gold within the last nine 
months, and have released, or arranged 
for the release, of fifty millions more.

Studied Wedicine, but Wander 
Lust Led Him Back to 
Forest. 


KEEPS LIFE STORY SECRET 





Still Vigorous Mentally and 
Managcs His Own Large 
Property Interests. 


EUREKA SPRINGS, Ark., Dec. 29. 


A T his home near Eureka Springs. 


Maxfield Barber just 

brated the hundredth annivarsary 
of his birth, rounding out an even cen- 
tury. which, for him, has been a re- 
markable mixture of tragedy, romance 
and success. 

No person now living has ever 
the full story of his remarkable 
but enough has eceen learned from 
ecraps of information dropped by him 
and from the stories that have fol- 
lowed him In his travels to give a fair- 
ly aceurate idea of some of the unique 
events that have marked his carcer. 

Stolen in his infancy 
his home in (Canada, 
to his parents after living the wild 
life of the Indian for 20 years. After 
learning the English language, he grad- 
nated from a medical school and fin- 
ished a course of lectures at the Uni- 
versity of Geneva. 

He fell in love with a beautiful 
American girl while abroad, but his ro- 
mance Was shattered by the fickleness 
of the maiden. He turned his pack on 
the new life which had been opene 
up to him and plunged again into the 
depths of the Canadian forests. 

Lost to the world for 50 vears, he re- 
appeared in a little Iowa town, garbed 
in Indian dress, possessed of wealth, 
Which no one to this day knows how 
he acquired. Robbed of a large part 
of his wealth by one of his few sur- 
Viving relatives, whom he trusted im- 
plicitly, he married at the age of 74 
years and came to Arkansas, where he 
again built up his fortunes, until he 
is now regarded as one of the wealthi- 
est men of his section of ‘the State 

Still Retains His Faculties. 

He is today, at the age of 109 vears, as 
and clear of mind as he was 50 
He employs no agents nor 
but looks after his business 
himself. He has large investments jn 
various kinds of property and, whil» 
some of them have turned out badly. as 
a rule he has prospered in nearly ev- 
erything he has undertaken. 

Barber has an undisguised antipathy 
toward railroads and never rides upon 
them unless it is absolutely necessary. 
Until recently he has made periodical 
trips to Hutnsville, the county seat 
cee the distance of 25 miles from 
oprings. At the age of 9 ’ 
Walked to Berryville, abuheted ae 
~ business and returned home. a distance 
of 24 miles, all on the same day. He 
has never worn spectacles and his eye is 
as clear as it was 50 years ago. He does 
mot use tobacco or coffee.

Barber is alhe son of Ene! yy q 
» who went to Canada from Philadelphia 
after the Revolution. He was Stoien by 
Indians in his infaney and kept in cap- 
tivity until he was 21 vears old, when 
he was rescued by white men. For a 
long time he was the companion of a 
“medicine man,’ and from him learned 
all the artsof healing with nature's rem- 
, edies. A family friend, who knew the 
circumstances of his disappearance, 
finally learned of his identity and was 
successful in restoring him to civiliza- 
tion. 
The young savage had never heard 2. 
Word of kinglish, but he soon mastered 
his native tongue, and, influenced by his 
association With the Indian ‘medicine 
man,’ he turned his attention to the 
Riudy of medicine. After graduating 
from a medical school in this country 
he continued his studies at the Univer- 
Bity of Geneva, where he fell in love 
with an American girl, who gave him no 
*ncouragement, whereupon he forsook 
nedicine and returned to the wild life 
The next 50 years of his life are a 
‘losed book, for he has never told any- 
vody what transpired during that time. 
t Was at the end of these 50 vears that 
a@ reappeared at Independence. lo., elad 
'n Indian garments, but speaking pure 
and excellent English. He was a mys- 
tery to the inhabitants of the town. who 
vere amazed at the manner in which he 
‘pent his money, buying property and 
_making loans on every hand. 
. By an odd coincidence, a nephew, one 
Of Barber's relatives 
ropped into the little town one dav 
‘and, by the merest chance. discovered 
and established his relationship. He 
easily gained his uncle'’g confidence, and 
later, his relatives got @ large part of 
Hi» fortune.

Barber was equal to the 
Pecasion, however, and he and his pride. 
to-be eloped, going to Manchester Io 
where they were inarried ; 
hortly after his marriage, Barber » is 
again overcome by his roving spirit 
and, in splie of the fact that he wan 
then more than 75 vears old. he started 
on a tour of exploration, walking from 
lowa to Eureka Springs, and thence to 
Hot Springs, across the Ozarks and the 
Boston Mountains, the wildest and most 
rugged of the mountain ranges jn 
Northwest Arkansas. Though he was 
unarmed and alone, the wilderness had 
no terrors for the armed wanderer. 
Returning through the same country 
he stopped in Madison County, then re. 
mote from railroads, and = scattered 
money among its inhabitants In the 
Bhape of loans and real estate invest- 
ments. 
_ After he had returned to Eureka 
Springs, where he determined to make 
Ms home, the nephew, whom he had 
eft in Iowa, obtained a decree in the 
Owa courts declaring Barber to be jn. 
sane, and naming the nephew as guar- 
fian. It is said that detectives wera 
put at work to ferret out the aged man's 
beiongings, but oniv a part of his prop- 
erly was discovered. It ia claimed that 
property valued at $100,000 at Indepen- 
dence, lo., formed a part of the fortune 
which soon ebbed away. :

Wise Men’s Long Journey. 
The legend, as the Porto Rican chil- 
dren have heard it for generations, is 


that the three wise men, or the three 
kings, appear in the sky eleven days 
after the birth of the Savior, mountet 
and carrying with them heavy packs 
laden with gifts. They ride abreast. 
The horseman in the middle is Balta- 
zar the Moor. On either side ride Mel- 
chor and Gaspar of the Caucasian racé. 

The children are taught that, as the 
riders have come a long distance, their 
steeds will be weary and hungry and 
that they must be fed, inasmuch as 
they carry presents for all children un- 
der the age of seven. 

So for-a week before Jan. 6, 
the vegetation in the tropical island 
rich and green, the boys and girls of 
the rich go into the gardens and gather 
rare grasses grown especially for the 
oceasion. Then they garner oats and 
maize that are grown just as the 
grasses are for this particular purpose, 
and this provender is placed in large 
boxes and carried up to the flat roof 
of the two-story house with its patio 
or garden surrounded by the four wal!s.

They must be as nearly 
alike in shape and size as possible and 
it is required that the figure of the rider 
shall be separate from that of the horse. 
Some of these efforts show decided abil- 
‘ity in the art-of sculpture, but most 
of them are rough and crude. Fathers 
capable: of handling a knife and whit- 
tling help in the work. 

When the manikins are shaped into 
semblance Of human beings, one is 
blackened with a végetable dye and the 
horse on which he is to ride is stained 
the same color. Melchor and: Gaspar, 
ithe white men, are gilded and their 
coats, bodies and faces are painted 
white.. Each of the three figures is 
adorned with a mustache ang a beard, 
to carry out the old Spanish idea ot 
masculinity. 

The horses of the white men are 
painted the same color as the riders. 
From New Year's Day until the after- 
noon of Jan. 6 the poor children parade 
through the village, traveling in pairs 
and carrying “los tres. Reyes Magos,” 
between them, and using the free hand 
to extend sombreros for contributions. 
The object is well understood and if 
times are fairly goog the crop of copper 
and silver is liberal. 


Bad Children’s Grass Spoils. 

Every penny of the money thus col- 
lected is expended in the purchase of 
rare grasses and. oats and corn, such as 
the children of the rich gather from 
their gardens, because it is reasoned 
that if the Melchor Baltazar and Gas- 
per have galloped millions of miles to 
pring gifts, their horses must have only 
the very best, and the belief is firmly 
fixed in the infantile Porto Rican mind 
that if the horses of the wise are not 
fed, the riders will refuse to leave any 
j presents, 

indeed, this is not infrequently used 
as an argument for punishment. A_ bad 
poy or girl is deprived of a gift, and the 
excuse is given that his sins soiled the 
grass and made the oats sour. 

Just before the quick twilight falls 
every roof in the village has its boxes 
with their offerings of provender, and 
the little folks go to bed to dream of 
the horses flying through the air, stop- 
ping to feed, and leaving a gift in re- 
turn, just as the American and English 
child dreams of Santa Claus coming 
down the chimney. 

The Porto Rican parents have a little 
more work to do than the American 
father and mother. After the children 
are asleep the grasses and the oats must

“T have merely spoken of what 
been advanced by abler minds,”’ said 
Dr. Stimson, “but I would be glad if 
anything I have said could help the 
movement along in any way.” 

‘You believe, then, that it is the prov- 
ince of the municipality to promote the- 
atrical enterprises?’’ Dr. Stimson was 
asked 

“It is my opinion," he replied, ‘‘that it 
is just as proper for Kansas City, or 
any city, to spend thousands, or hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars for a the- 
ater as it is for the city to spend mil- 
lions for parks. Parks are all right. 
They are for the people, they belong to 
the people, and during the summer 
oe the people find recreation in 
them, 


has 


Need Winter Recreation. 


‘But there are months each year during 
which the weather makes outings in the 
parks impossible. It is during these 
months, when the grass is dead and the 
trees are bare, that people work hardest 
and are Most in need of recreation. 
At such a time what recreation is there 
for them? Nothing except the cheap 
theaters into which they crowd in lieu 
of something better, 

“IT believe the average theater man- 
ager habitually underestimates the 
standards of the American public. The- 
aters are run, of course, for the purpose 
of making money. The manager ap- 
parently believes that to be sure of the 
Support of. the public, he must put on 
the stage only that which is cheap, 
gaudy and sensational. I deny this. I 
believe the American public prefers that 
which is good. 

“It would be the place of the munic- 
ipal theater to supply the demand for 
the best the stage has to give. With a 
municipal theater, Kansas City would 
be able to contend against that which is 
worst in the theatrical] trust. 

“As it is now, we take what the trust 
gives us.. My idea {is to have a.mu- 
nicipal theater, or, if that is not possi- 
ble, an endowed theater, with a com- 
petent company retained for the entire 
season—a Stock company, if you please. 
It would be possible to secure such a 
company at a moderate cost. 


Ibsen and French Plays. 

“With such a company, I Would have 
plays given that would have an educa- 
tional value. I would begin, say, with 
the Ibsen plays. Kansas City sees one 
of the Ibsen plays at intervals of a year 
or two. Not to exceed two performances 
are given, at exorbitant prices. This 


bars hundreds of persons who would like 
to see these plays. I would have these 
plays given again and again. I believe 
they would increase in popularity as the 
number of the performances increased. 

“After Ibsen might come some of the 
great French plays which few American 
cities ever see.” 

‘Haven't such attempts elsewhere. tn 
Chicago, for instance, proved unsuccess- 
ful?” Dr. Stimson was asked. 

“Yes, but that doesn’t show that one 
woulin't.work here if rightly managed. 
A fine arts soclety—or perhaps the mu- 
nicipal university—might take up the 
idea. 

“If it proves impossible to 
to undertake the burden, 
is entirely practicable by private initiat- 
ive and endowment or subsidization. 
But the whole venture would lose its 
greatest value if it should become an 
interest or “ rosponsibility of a few 
men or of a limited class of people. The 
subscription list for the building expense 
and sustaining patronage should be open 
to the whole people. 

“I¢ Kansas City had such a company 
and such a theater as I have suggested 
and similar theaters and companies 
should be established in Chicago, Sst 
T.ouis and Venver, these cities would be 
in a position to bid deflance to the Thea- 
ter Trust. A sort of circuit could be es- 
tablished, Kansas City could trade its 
company for the company of one of the

Another thing, quite an important one, too, those sporting writers who 
have been diligently boosting the negro have evidently overlooked, is the fact 
that none of the prizefighting promoters of this country have gone so far as to 
offer a purse for Johnson and any one of the other heavyweight pugilists to 
battle for. From the way the situation now stands it is very doubtful if he 
could get a fight in any of the big clubs of the country on a percentage basis, 


let alone for a guaranteed purse. 
Jeffries could not be expected to fight him on a percentage basis even if he 


bad not drawn the cdlor line. 


JOHNSON IS NOT WANTED. 

In all probability if Jeffries was to come out today and olter to lixhit the 
negro for a $30,000 purse—which would be the very least he could be expected 
to accept—there is not a club in the country that would bid for the fight. 

This doesn’t necessarily mean that the negro can’t fight, or that he is not 
just as liable to give the retired champion as hard a tussle as any of the other 
big fellows, but it does go a long way in showing that he is not in demand, 
éven as an opponent for the men who make no pretension of being in Jeffries’ 
class. 

It will be noted that the boxing clubs have not drawn the color line on Joe 
Gana His services are always in demand, and for big purses, which would 
seem to make it clear that it is not because Johnson’s skin is black that he is 
not wanted by any of the fighting clubs.” 

Surely no one is going to set up the claim that it is because he-has 
shown himself to be such a. veritable demon in the ring that all the fighters, 
including Jeffries himself, are afraid of him. There is nothing in his, ring 
record to warrant such a construction as that to be placed upon it. Johnson 
has fought several times in the different clubs on the Pacific Coast, and the 
people out there know him, and it does seem that if he was as good as soma 
of his press agents are trying to make him out to be his services would be 
sought for more than they are. Unless the Johnson boosters are trying to 
foist another Jack Munroe fiasco on the public, they had better let Jeffries 
rest on his alfalfa farm and turn their attention to the club managers and 
endeavor to induce them to look more kindly on their favorite’s claim for con- 
sideration at their hands. 

The public will hardly stand for another Jack Munroe lemon with Jeff, 
and no club manager, unless he is an out-and-out bug, will try to pull one off. 


FIGHTERS NOT TO BLAME. 

In justice to both Jeffries and Munroe, however, it must be said that they 
were not to blame in the matetr. 

_ The thing was forced upon them by the sporting writers of the country, 
who insisted in giving prominence to a fake story sent out from Butte, Mont., 
at the time the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons combination were playing that town. 

Jeffries was offering a certain sum of money to anyone who would stand 
before him for four rounds, and Jack Munroe, a big, husky fellow, who was 
working in the mines around Butte, was induced to try for the money. It was 
explained to Jeff that Munroe was a big, good-natured sucker, who knew 
nothing about boxing, and for that reason the champion was requested to go 
easy with him at the start, which he foolishly consented to do. 

Jeff, according to the understanding, plodded along with the big, awkward 
going to be to him, else he would not have put matters off for the last round.

The story was wired out of Butte by a dope fiend, who wa’ known locally 
to be absolutely unreliable, and any sporting writer in the country who pre- 
ferred to publish fatts instead of fakes could have ascertained inside of 24 
hours from the time the story first appeared in print that it was nothing 
but a rank fake. 

Jeff himself denied it, and so did Fitzsimmons, but it did not go. The story 
continued to be published and republished, “and then some more,” and some of 
the more gullible ones are still giving it as part of Jack Munroe’s ring record. 
» Phat fake was so well worked up in the sporting columns of the newspapers of 
the country that it finally brought about the fight, or, to be more exact, the 
finsco, between Jeffries and Munroe, The public got badly faked on that occa- 
tion, and it was entirely due to a well-worked-up newspaper fake story that 
should never have been published the second time. 

The persistency with which the name of Jack Johnson is now being used in 
egnnection with a fight with Jim Jeffries would cause a suspicious person to 
imagine that another one of those horrible Munroe affairs was in course of 
preparation.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. ~The se- 
cret service agents in this city had their 
attention called today to a paper pub- 
lished in Berkeley entitled, “‘Kakuemeli,” 
or “The Revolution,” issued by the 
Japanese Socialist party, containing an 
article in which reference is made to 
the attitude of President Roosevelt on 
the Japanese school question. 

The following language is used: 

“We believe that such a thing as the 
trifling legislation which the capitalist 
class may from time to time fillng to the 
workers will prove of no avail; that {t 
is about as effective as the tiny stream 
from a baby’s water gun thrown Into a 
raging fire. 

“Our policy is toward the overthrew 
of the Mikado, King and President, as 
representing the capitalist class, as soon 
as possible, and we do not hesitate as 
to the means.”’ 

Marked copies of the papers were sent 
to the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion in this city and by them turned 
over to the Federal authorities. 


MERCHANT KILLED WITH AX. 


Rich Syrian Slain by Robbers 
in El Paso. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 29.—One of the 
most brutal murders ever committed in 
this county was perpetrated some time 
during last night, but was not discov- 
ered until this afternoon, when a negro 
woman found the lifeless body of George 
Faddal, a wealthy Syrian merchant. 
who has been living and keeping store 
in the tenderloin district of this city for 
the past 12 years. 

Faddal’s head and face were cut and 
gashed with an ax so as to be almost 
unrecognizable. One blow crushed the 
skull, another cut a deep gash on the 
left side of the face, while a third 
crushed his forehead. Either of the 
blows was enough to prove fatal. Rob- 
bery was the motive for the crime. Aft- 
er committing the deed, the murderer 
ransacked the house. It is not known 
how much was stolen. Several hundred 
dollars were found hidden in different 
places in the house. 

Although Faddal Iived in comparative 
poverty, he snent money liberally on 
Syrians here. with whom he was quite 
popular. He came here 12 years oO 
from Mount Jebanon, Syria, where he 
was a prominent lawyer. The police are 
working on the case, but thus far have 
found no clew.

Commends Methods. 


ASHINGTON, Dec, 29.—Postmaster- 
General Cortelyou today said: “State- 
ments that have been published that 
Inspector Anthony Comstock's commis- 
sion bad been canceled and that he was 
compelled to sever his connection with 
the Postoffice Department are entirely 
without foundation. Inspector Comstock 
has been recommissioned for the year 
1907. as he has been for every year 
since 1873. 

“There may have been a few casés in 
which Mr. Comsteck’s methods have 
been open to some criticism, but any 
man who wages war upon impurity and 
obscenity cannot hope to avold critl- 
cism.

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Gov. Folk’s Recommendations— How Missouri Railroads Will 
Fight the Two-Cent Fave Bill—The 
Anti-Lobby Movement All Over the 


OW is predicted the end of the lobby 
at Jefferson City. Gov. Folk has 
announced that he will urge legis- 

lation of the strictest sort against represen- 
tatives of the ‘‘special interests.’’ Members 
of the ‘‘third House,’’ if Gov. Folk has his 
way—and he usually does in matters of this 
kind in Missouri—may soon be given 
‘‘hours to leave town’’ if they do not com- 
ply with certain proposed conditions, and 
even more serious punishment if they break 


them after agreeing to them. 
Gov Folk’s plan is said to contemplate 


forcing lobbyists to report and register upon 
their arrival, making a record of the char- 
acter of legislation they are interested in, 
by whom they are employed, dnd other bits 
of information that in past years they have 
kept well hidden. Some of those privy to the 
Governor’s counsel even say he hopes to 
have violations of his anti-lobby provisions 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by Jail 
sentence.

All the sting will be drawn from the lobbyist, ac 
cording to the Governor's friends, if the chief execu- 
tive succeéds in having his views incorporated 
lawa. For of what would a tobbyist if he 
were branded and forced to wear the insignia of his 
calling where all might view it? Ey ery legislator he 
would approach would be warned against him. Even 
those who Were willing to accept his advances would 
be foreed by public opinion to eschew his company or 
ewoome branded. Secrecy and roundabout methods 
have been the lobbyist’s stock in trade—and now Gov. 
Folk proposes to take that awgy and force him into 
bankruptcy! 

Nor is Gov. Folk alone in his advocacy of the pub- 
icity Brending iron as a means of marking lobbvists-- 
although he is the only State executive who has taken 
such @ project under his official wing. In Washington 
there has been organized a “People’s Lobthy ” 
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proposes to open the eyes of the United States to the 
comings and goings and doings of the national lobby 
of special interests, and to the shortcomings of Con- 
gressmen and Senators. 

William Allen White, editor, author and reformer, 
proposes a similar service for Kansas—although Gov. 
Hoch deprecates it and says the leg slators and peo- 
ple of the Sunflower State need no such protection. 
Winston Churchill has taken residence at the capital 
of New Hampshire with the intention of continuing 
the campaign he started as a candicate for Gover- 
nor. 

But another State has gone even further than any 
of thesé and, as a commonwealth, has hired a “‘peo- 
ple’s lobbyist.’’ He is trained to his part and paid 
for his service, and he has already accomplished 
much. That Ste is Wisconsin, the “people's lob- 
byist’’ Charles McCarthy, and the things he has al- 
ready accomplished are myriad. 

New York also is in line with Gov. Folk’s proposed 
movement, having a law written by Mr. Hughes pre- 
vious to his election as Governor, which embodies 
many of the reforms planned by Gov. Folk. And 
Gov. Folk himself attempted, more or less success- 
fully, at the last session of the Missouri Legislature, 
the moral enforcement of the theory he is now quot- 
ed as desiring to mold into law. 

Wisconsin, which is perhaps toremost of all the 
states in its battle against lobbyists, proceeds in a 
different manner from that proposed by Gov. Folk, 
but views the evil from the same angle. Says Mr 
McCarthy: 

“John Jones comes to the Legislature. He is a good 
citizen, a man of hard sense, well respected in his 
community. He enters suddenly from the quiet of 
his village into a new life. He comes to live in a 
new community. He is dogged about and worried by 
office seekers. His oid friends and advisers are not 
around to help him. He finds that if he represents 
his district he must introduce bills, and that he must 
in some way get those bills through the Legislature." 

If he is honest, Mr. McCarthy contends, the legis-

Germany Lays 
Claim to Shakspeare 


N THE heels of the assertion of a St. Louis 
O physician that the tailpieces of the Firat Folle 
Shakspeare contain a scroll cipher disclosing 
the crest of Bacon, who thereby withdraws the 
“mask"’ from Shakspeare as the author of the plays, 
comes a claimant who seeks to carry the laurels of 
the Bard of Avon to Germany. Dr. Kari Bleibtrey, 
a German who has traveled extensively in England 
and Scotland, claims that Roger, Earl of Rutland. 
is the author of “‘these Immortal Works Which have 
conquered the world.” After setting forth a remark- 
able array of facts, Dr. Bleibtreu has now returned 
to England to establish his theory by research and 
with further evidence. 

Like many others who have attacked Siakspeare’s 
to the authorship of the plays, Dr. Bleibdtreu 
starts with the claim that no “low comedian who 
got drunk regularly at the Mermaid Tavern could 
possibly have had the wide learning and knowledge 
of other countries which are disclosed in the plays.”* 
On the other hand, according to his showing, the 
Karl of Rutland did have both the /carning and the 
advantages of travel.

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Western Scientist Tells What 
~ Noah Did—Just How the 
Animals Were Stowed 
Away—Dimensions of 
Curious Craft That Landed 
on Mount Ararat—Drifted 
Up-Stream Because She 
Had No Anchor. 


HE LOG BOOK OF NOAH, somethirg 
new in Biblical literature, is to be 
found in the latest book of Prof. G. 

Frederick Wright, D. D., LL. D., a West- 
ern scientist who has r tly made a study 
of the ice age in Missouri and whose work 
as Professor of Biblica] Literature at Ober- 
lin College, in Ohio, has occasioned him to 
spend much of his recent time on the scenes 
of the Ojd Testament relations. 

Prof. Wright has become especially in. 
terested in the flood, and has.visited all the 
rea] and theoretical places mentioned in 
connection with that great and tragic event. 
He has endeavored to give a scientific ex- 
planation of what actually, happened in the 
Valley of the Euphrates at that terrible 
time, to follow the Ark in her wanderings 
after she set out upon the great voyage, and 
to determine what, to a reasonable scientific 
certainty, were those natural phenomena 
which followed the landing at Ararat. 


WRIGHT reminds the reader 
P three separate accounts of this cruise of 
the Ark--that of Genesis, the one in the cunel- 
form tablets, discovered by George Smith in 1870 
and supposed to date back about 30 B..C., and 
one of Berosus. a Chaldean priest of the time of 
“Alexander thre Great. 

“The relation of Genesis,”’ says Prof. Wright in his 
“Scientific Confirmation of Old Testament History,’ 
“stands out conspicuous for the grandeur and beauty 
of the divine attributes revealed in cornection with 
the catastrophe, for the simplicity of the style in 
which the story is related, and for its undesigned con- 
formity with nutural facts incidentally Involved 
in it 

“In cheap derision of the Biblical deluge,” says 
the professor, ‘“‘we often hear it said that there is not 
enough water in existence to cover the tops of the 
highest mountains. This flippant remark overlooks 
the fact that the Biblical accounts represent the flood 
as caused not so much by the rising of the water as 
by the sinking of the land. 

"It says that all the fountains of the great deep 
were broken up. Now, if all the land in the worilc 
should sink below the level of the sea, it would raise 
the water level only a few hundred feet; whereas, 
the tide regularly rises 70 feet in the Bay of Fundy. 

“The abstraction of the water from the ocean during 
the glacial epoch, to be locked up in ice over the 
Northern Hemisphere, and its subsequent return on 
the melting of the ice at the close of the epoch, pro- 
duced changes in the ocean level half as great as 
Noah's flood would have done, on the most litera! 
interpretation of the account.” 

It is well Known to science that whole sections of 
the eurth’s crust have gone up or down at various 
times, some slowly, others with what suddenness we 
inmay only surmise, though there are instances such 4s 
the New Madrid earthquake and similar phenomena 
Which make it reasonable to suppose that the flood 
fu the jand of Noah might easily have been caused 
by the earth's crust in that section sinking below 
the level of the sea. 

That the flood was confined to that part of the 
world ts generally conceded to have been probable, 
for it is no more reasonable to put a literal interpre- 
tatiun upon the statement that it covered the whole 
earth than it would be literally to interpret our pres- 
en'-day \.terature in such expressions as ‘‘Everybody 
knows i(,'’ or “The whole country turned out to see 
him."

should render any geologist unable to believe that 
some such great catastrophe happened the people of 
the Euphrates in early time and that the facts as 
offered in Genesis are such as the literature of that 
time made possible. He seems inclined,to share the 
theory that at the time of the flood the human race 
may have spread such a very short distance from 
its traditional cradle as to have made it possible for 
a subsidence of that part of Asia to have destroyed 
all living persons aside from those aboard the Ark. 

“The geologist,”” he says, “need not be disturbed by 
such a consummation: of events ‘as is described in 
the Biblical story of the flood, but he may wel] be 
surprised at the sobriety of the account, at the prom- 
inence give®& to ‘the breaking up of the fountains of 
the great deep,’ and at the assurance that the earth 
is re more to be déstroyed by a flood; for these char- 
acteristics of the Biblical story are not the natural 
products of the human imagination, but show that 
the narrator was restrained, either by persona! 
knowledge of the facts or by the guidance of divine 
inspiration. 

“The glacial geologist,"" says Prof. Wright, 
well be impressed by the announcement that the dan- 
ger of so universal a deluge had passed away, since 
he also now discerns a reason for the present stability 
of the earth’s crust in the’ passing away of the tem- 
porary disturbing conditions connected with the glacial 
epoch. Indeed, geologists agree that the present sta- 
bility of the earth’s crust is exceptional.’’ 

That the existence of the dry*Jdnd was at best pre- 
carious as recantly as perhaps eight or ten thousand 
vears ago, Prof. Wright proves by citing a great 
many instances within the knowledge of science. The 
most striking of those recently discovered is in Mis- 
souri, where it is now known tWat the floods caused 
by the melting glacier caused the Missouri to mount 
as much as 200 feet above the normal surface of the 
present-day river. In these mighty floods the river 
left deposits upen the crests of Its very bluffs, and tt 
fioated great granite boulders upon ice floes down 
into remote and high sections which, the glacier itself 
never reached, fits southermost boundary being con- 
siderably further up in the State. The explanation is 
that the floods carried the drift of the glacier, such 
as these boulders from Canada, much further south 
than the ice carried it, and this is why the geologist 
ean find in Missouri today glacial boulders on bluff

Another new book on the flood and the Ark of Noah 
has just been published by Capt. Francis Watling- 
ton, a New England sea captain. He ho.ws that the 
Ark was not a barn-like struciure, Dut a ship of 
immense proportions not unlike the sailing craft of 
todav. That the vessei was for several days fast and 
dry upon a mound of land, and that ‘““Mount Ararat” 
was not the mountain of that name in Arabia, but 
was this shoal met in the progress of the voyage, }5 
among the remarkable statements in the book. 

Capt. Watlington has spent all but 10 of his 70 years 











aboard ship. For that reason he maintains that he 
is in much better position to write an accurate ac- 
count of the doings on Noah's ship than the average 
historian, who in most cases knows little if anything 
of the seas, 

Capt. Watlington’s father Was a seafaring man. 
During his long car:er at sea Capt. Watlington stood 
at the wheel of many of the best ships in ail the wa- 
ters of the world. 

He studied Usher's vérsion of the English Bible 
and read the assertion that the deluge toox place 
io4 years ago. Capt. Watlington decided to find - 
for himself if such was the case. From that dey 
the sailor delved into works of science, studied the 
tides and the stars, and then figured it out that the 
deluge took place 9067 yea>s ago. 

Capt. Watlington carefully figured out the size of 
the Ark and its tonnage from the Biblical statistics. 
It was 574 feet long, 91.2 feet wide, 4.72 feet high. 
with four decks. Its registered tonnage was 18,638.92 
tons, and its capacity 46,597 tons. The hull wags of 
teak. 

The “lower, second and third stores’ are spoken of 
by Moses. And he says: “I? thus appears that the 
Ark had four complete decks running from bow to 
stern, 

“The upper story was occupied by the large number 
of people composing the house of Noah; the two lower 
stories by the animals, and the cellar, or space be-’ 
neath the water, with provisions and personal prep- 
erty. The upper deck made an elegant prom- 
enade. 

“There is space on the two lower decks to held 
conveniently 1200 animals as large as oxen, besides 
the small animals and winged fowis and birds, * * * 
surely sufficient to accommodate al! the classes of 
animals directed by the command when rightly ten- 
derstood. 

“The capacity of the upper story,’ he says, “Was 
sufficient to accommodate comfortably 1000 or mofe 
persons, one-half of which number would be required 
to navigate and attend the animals. Noah undoubted- 
ly invited a sufficient number for that purpose. 

“That elegant *third story, so finely lighted and 
ventilated, with its many, well-planned rooms, was 
not intended for a hay loft or for the use of any 
others but the many people who were the members 
of Noah's house.” 

Capt. Watlington asserts that the land of Noah 
was south of Siam, Sumatra and other islands of the 
Malay Archipelago. 

“Sumatra,” he says, “is within the zone of intense 
volcanic energy, and subject to terrific rains. In
